The fat of all animals seems 
to be derived from elements in the atmos- 
phere—that contain little if any of the base 
that gives strength either to the animal or 
vegetable kingdom. The bones and sinews 
perhaps derive but little if any strength from 
any species of food that leaves no ask when 
burned. 
If so, fat when burned goes ex- 


clusively to the atmosphere. 
It may make 


fat, or .it may stimulate the vital powers o' 
the laboring man, very much the same as 
spirituous liquors do; but it may not fur- 
nish any additional strength. 


Does not the use of such gross food also 


tend to inflame the passions, cloud the in- 
tellect, and brutalize the mind of man ?— 
Close observation, I think, will favor the 
supposition that it does. 


But if the hog is to be exploded what ii 


to be done with the refuse of our kitchens? 
Experience has satisfied me that this is of 
more value if thrown on pasture land, where 
the poultry, cattle and sheep can have ac- 
cess to it, than if fed to hogs. It is both 
healthy and nutricious to poultry, and the 
cattle and sheep will eat the green refuse. 


OHSERVI:U. 


We have just conversed with a gentle- 


man who is fully conversant with the condi- 
tion of the crops in the Western States, and 
he informs us that there never has been so 
large a yield of wheat and grain,of every de- 
scription. 
Much of the wheat has been har- 


vested in excellent condition, and the weath- 
er is very favorable for securing the crops 
now .standing in the fields. There is no 
use to Irot about crops—prices of bread- 
stuffs must come down.—Boston Bee.

SAD DisASTIill AT TUB WlHTK MOUN- 


TAINS.—We learn by Iclcgiaph Unit the 
Flume House, at the White Mountains, was 
struck by lightning at about the middle of 
the ftfU'iiioim of Saturday, by which two 
persons were instantly killed. One of thorn 
was Mr. W. II. Smith, ol'thc linn of Wright, 
'Jlavis X- Co., carpet dealers, over the Boston 
and Maine railroad depot, in this city. 
Mr. 


Smith was a man of not much over .thirty 
years of age, and of active business liabits, 
whoso sudden death will he severely felt hv 
his numerous relatives mid friends. 
He left 


this city last week, taking with him his wife. 
He has one child, and a father and mother, 
residents of Assabet. The other person kill- 
ed was Mr. Blanchard, of Bclhleneni, clerk 
;>f the house. 


By the 1 p. m. train of to-day, the widow 


of Mr. Smith, with the body of the deceas- 
ed, reached this city. By passengers in the 
train we leurn the following facts in regard 
to the disaster: 


The lightning struck a flagstaff erected in 


front of the house, on the 4th of July last, 
descended the pole until it reached the wire 
of a bell, and thence entered the house. 


Mr. Smith was sitting in the portico when 


lie was struck and killed. Mr. Blandon was 
writing at his desk. A child near him was 
stunned and slightly injured, as were also a 
lumber of other boarders in the vicinity ofi 
the persons killed.—Boston Trav.

expedition from New Orleans sometime the 
coining fall, well appointed, and with Wai- 
ver at its head, is an event that may be se- 
riously expected. 


In the contest now progressing between 


England and China, the former power dis- 
plays her usual characteristic, the acquisi- 
tion of immense spoils at the expense of 
much blood. It is unquestionably the de- 
sire of England to obtain direct communica- 
tion with all ports and points of the Celes- 
tial Empire, at the same time shaping her 
course so as to exclude the other great pow- 
ers of the world from enjoying such exten- 
sive advantages of international communica- 
tion. The history of China records the 
events of sixty thousand years. 
In this his- 


tory England wishes to mak« a breach simi- 
lar to that made in the annals of India a cen- 
tury since. Her object is to disjoint the 
Empire, cut up the provinces, annihilate the 
race of Emperors, and establish in Canton, 
Pekiu, Nankin, and the islands in the Yel- 
low and China Seas a military force sufficient 
So control the English Empire ill China.-- 
The efforts to enlist the co-operation of the 
United States and of France, to facilitate 
the accomplishment of this object, though 
tbey have not been successful, bave had the 
effect to make England look within her 
own dominions for resources to effect the 
end in view. For this reason she trembles 
at any outbreak in Bengal, andfor this rea- 
son it has been declared necessary to drill 
the yeomen at home, while the organized 
force prosecutes its inarch of comjuest 
abroad. These, also, are some of the signs 
ofthc Times.—Proa. Tribune.
